AN FRANCISCO, May 13.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 
The.President, by his actions yesterday and to- 
day, shows that he regards his first service as due to 
his wife, and his second to those who have arranged 
for his reception. Yesterday he left everything and 
brought Mrs. McKinley here for rest and recuperation. 
Today he spent the hours till noon with his invalid 
wife; then went down to San Jose, made a speech, and 
came back on a special train reaching here at 5 o’clock. 
He spent the evening with his wife. 

Just what the future will bring forth depends upon 
Mrs. McKinley’s condition. If her recovery from the 
indisposition which caused the President to change 
his programme should change for the better, the 
itinerary as at first outlined will be continued to the 
end. Should there not be the expected improvement, 
however, then it is possible the entire northern part 
of the trip will be eliminated and a return be made 
direct to Washington from San Francisco. This 
change is not expected, since Mrs. McKinley’s im- 
provement was so marked today that it is believed she 
will be sufficiently recovered by next Monday to per- 
mit the tour to continue. | 
The first announcement made was that Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley had passed a good night and was much better. 
That this was true was shown by the appearance of 
the President, whose face had lost the lines of anxiety 
which ned marked it the evening before. During the 
morning, all” reports were of a similar tenor, and bo 
marked was the improvement that several times dur- 
ing the forenoon the President appeared at the win- 
dow and watched the curious crowd which had assem- 
bled on the opposite side of the street. At noon it 
was announced the improvement continued, and that 
Mrs. McKinley had slept er during the

THE DAY’S EVENTS. 
WATSONVILLE TO SAN JOSE. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™M.) 
WATSONVILLE, May 13.—The mem- 
bers of the Cabinet left Del Monte on 
schedule time this morning, in accord- 
ance with the agreement reached yes- 
terday, before the departure of the 
President and Mrs. McKinley for San 
Francisco, and the original itinerary 
between San Francisco and San José 
will be followed. Secretary Hay was 
to represent the President until the 
latter should rejoin the party. No ad- 
vices had been received from San 
Francisco regarding Mrs. McKinley's 
condition before leaving Del Monte this 
morning, but the telegrams which 
came to the members of the Cabinet 
last night were reassuring, and it was 
believed that with a few days of com- 
plete rest Mrs. McKinley's health 
would improve, and that the itinerary 
after leaving San Francisco would not 

be abandoned. 

Pajaro was the first stop today, the 
train remaining there ten. minutes. A 
crowd was in waiting. Secretary’ Hay 
briefly explained the cause of the 
President's absence, but made , no 
speech. Several little children carried 
roses into the train to the ladies of the 
Cabinet. The train left the main line 
here for the trip f° Santa Cruz. 

A dense throng assembled at the 
Watsonville depot as the Presidential 
train passerd through. Secretary of 
State Hay came out on the platform 
of the car and stated the regrets of 
the President, who could not be here, 
owing to the illness of his wife, but 
who appreciated the good will of the 
people, and thanked them for assem- 
bling. Flags are flying throughout the 
city. 

SANTA CRUZ AND BIG TREES. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
SANTA CRUZ, May 13.—The Cabinet 
party arrived at Santa Crug at 9:45 
o'clock. They immediately entered 
carriages and were driven through the 
thronged streets to the courthouse. A_ 
battalion of the California Naval Re- 
serve acted as escort. Lines of school 
children strewed the path of the parade 
with flowers. The people were much 
disappointed at not seeing the Presi- 
dent, but gave the members of the 
Cabinet a warm welcome. Secretary 
Hay spoke briefly from his carriage, 


absence, and expressing appreciation of 
the greeting accorded the Cabinet. 
The party then embarked on the nar. 
row-gauge railroad and were taken to 
the Santa Cruz Big Tree grove in a 
cafion of the. San Lorenzo River, six 
miles from Santa Cruz. A visit was 
made to the Giant, the largest redwood 
in the grove, which is over 300 feet 
high, and all the members of the Cabi- 
net, with the ladies of the party, en- 
tered the hollow of one of the trees, in 
which Gen. Fremont camped through- 
out the winter of 1846, on his’ way 
from. San Francisco to Monterey. 
After lunch in the grove, the party re- 
turned to Santa Cruz and left at 2:10 
o'clock p.m. for San José. 

During the absence of the party at 
the Big Trees, a committee of the Na- 
tive Daughters of California adorned 
the train with flowers. Big bunches of 
roses and sweet peas were placed in 
every compartment, and garlands of 
evergreens were hung along the sides 
of the cars. Even the trucks were fes- 
tooned. A local committee from San 
José joined the train here. 


IN THE GARDEN CITY. 
PRESIDENT MAKES A SPEECH.

SAN JOSE, May 13.—San José put on 
her prettiest and most enticing garb in 
honor of the visit of President McKiIn- 
ley.

The ‘City of Paducah stopped at 
Brunkhorst’s Landing at 8:30 o'clock 
Sunday night. and téok on a ioad of 
corp. When in. the act of backing 
away from the wharf, the boat swung 
around and struck the bank heavily 
with her stern. A snag embedded in 
the bank tore an hdle in the 
hull, through which water rushed 
with frightful rapidity. She at once 
began te settle, and at the end of three 
minutes nothing but her top, hurri- 
cane deck and pililot-house remained 
above the surface. 

The impact of the hidden snag, ac- 
companied as it was by the awful noise 
caused by the shifting of the cargo, 
aroused the passengers to 4 realization 
of their danger. The Officers acted 
with great coolness, and as the boat 
settied, helped the struggling passen- 
gers to the cabin roof from which the 
boats were lowered and their charges 
carried ashore. 

Miss Mabel Gardiner of St. Louis 
was asleep in her stateroom when the 
shock came, and probably lost her life

BOAT SANK QUICKLY.

CARBONDALE May 13.—The 
City of Paducah, a Mississippi 
packet, was sunk near Brunkhorst’s 
Landing, about four miles north of 
Grand Tower, about 12 o'clock Sunday. 
night. Between twenty-five and fifty 
persons were drowned, only seven of 
those on board escaping. The City of 
Paducah left St. Louis Sunday morn- 
ing on a downward trip, stopping at 
severa! landings, and taking on freight, 
most of which was corn, untfl the 
boat was heavily loaded. — 
Between 11 and 12 o'clock, Miss Fan- 
nie Block, who, in company with her 
parents, Rev. and Mrs. Block, was go- 
ing from St. Louis to Evansville, In1., 
was roused from sleep by a sudden 
jar. She asked her mother if her 
berth had broken, and no sooner bad 
the words passed her lips than water 
rushed into the apartments, and they 
were compelled to act quickly to save 
their lives. With four others they 
escaped to the [Illinois shore by hold- 
ing on to driftwood and swimming. 
The seven saved ate Hebrews. Rev. 
Block is a Jewish rabbi. 
The seven survivors of the catastr~- 
phe made their way down the _ river 
bank to Grand Tower and arousei 
Mrs. Baronowsky at the Tremont Ho- 
tel, where they were given lodging un- 
til this morning. They lost all their 
clothes and valuables, and had noth- 
ing but their underwear and blankets 
about them. Among the drowned 
were about twenty-five negro rousta- 
bouts.

Rev. Block, wife and daughter passed 
through Carbondale this morning on 
their way to Evansville, where they 
will reside. 
Frank White, whose home is in Kan- 
sas City, got aboard the boat at 
Landing 76 north of Brunkhorst.

“I got on the boat at Landing 76 to 
go to Cairo. The boat stopped at Lake 
Ditch Landing and again at Brunk- 
herst, which is only a few miles below 
Lake Ditch, and took on corn. At both 
places about seventecn sacks were 
loaded. After the corn at Brunkhorst 
had been placed on board, the beat 
started down stream and just as she 
put off struck a snag, fearing a big 
hole in her. The crew then tried to 
place the stern of the boat toward the 
river and while turning her around 
she sank. She is about thirty feet from 
shore and her cabin and pilot house 
are above water.

MANY DISAPPOINTED PEOPLE.

SAN JOSE, May 13.—Thousands of 
people between Del Monte and San 
José, who have been anticipating a 
sight of the President for days and 
weeks and months, were disappointed 
today. The President's presence in 
San José for an hour this afternoon 
took the edge off the disappointment 
here, and barely saved the day. He 
ran down from San Francisco in his 
special car, arriving here just as the 
Cebinet train pulled into the city from 
the south. But he only remained for 
the formal exercises. At 3:30 o’clock, 
when they were concluded, he was 
drizen back to the station, and left im- 
mediately for San Francisco to be with 
his sick wife tonight. 

The streets of San José were arbors 
of evergreens and flowers with the 
colors of the carnival, cardinal and 
gold, entwined with the national colors, 
The floral display rivaled, if it did not 
surpass, in beatity anything seen since 
the party reached California, At St. 
James €quare opposite the Courthouse 
a handsomely decorated stand had 
been erected, and here the formal exer- 
cises tock place. 

Immediately in the rear of the stand 
was the big bouquet of which so much 
has been heard. It was ninety feet in 
circumference and stood in its frame 
25 feet high. The stem was a telegraph 
pole sunk in the ground. It was com- 
posed of cut flowers of-every variety 
that blooms. The idea of presenting 
this immense ficral offering to Mrs. 
McKinley originated with the ladies of 
San José, and the presentation was 
made to the President by Mrs. E. O. 
Smith, who expressed tender words of 
regret for Mrs. McKinley's illness and 
hopes for her quick recovery.

Tomorrow the members of the Cabi- 
net will get a glimpse of the floral pa- 
rade before their departure. 

The President expects to be able to 
‘meet the party at Palo Alto at 10:30 
o'clock, where a visit will be made to 
Stanford University, and the President 
will make his official entry into San 
Frencisco, as originally planned, at 
3:40 o'clock tomorrow afterncon. 


SAN FRANCISCO'S GREETINGS.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 13.—A pro- 
fusion of flowers were sent to Mrs.

At 1 o'clock p.m., the President left 
the Scott residence for his trip to San 
José. He walked to his carriage with 
Mr. Morse, and was followed by 
Henry T. Scott and Private Secretary 
Cortelyou. The President checked the 
cheering of the crowd in the vicinity 
of his carriage by waving his hand. 
With a clatter of hoofs, the mounted 
police escort formed on each side of 
the Preident’s carriage and the start 
was made for the depot. Chief of 
Police Sullivan and Capt. Wittman 
drove ahead of the carriage, and be- 
hind came carriages bearing Secret 
Service Agent Foster, the President's 
personal bodyguard; detectives 
and police officers. 

The depot at Valencia street was 
reached at 1:25 o'clock. A force of 
police officers kept the crowds at a 
respectful distance. A loud burst of 
cheering greeted the President as he 
stepped from his carriage and mounted 
the steps of his car “Olympia.” To 
the repeated cheers, the President, 
with beaming countenance, waved his 
hat in acknowledgement of the recep- 
tion. During the absence of the Presi- 
dent from the Scott residence. absolute 
quiet reigned in and out of the house. 

The return trip from San José was 
made in just one hour. On alighting 
from the train, the President received 
a perfect ovation, and his face was 
again wreathed in smiles as he walked 
to his carriage. The Scott residence 
was reached at 5:20 o'clock p.m. The 
President. recognized the greetings of 
the assembled throng. and repeatedly 
waved the hand carrying his hat to a 
number of little children who had as- 
sembled to cheer him. 

As soon as the President entered the 
house, he went immediately to his 
wife’s room. As he entered the room, 
the trained nurse In attendance softly 
whispered to him that Mrs. McKinley 
had slept uninterruptedly since his de- 
parture. At that instant Mrs. McKin- 
ley awoke, and the nurse left the room, 
noes the President alone with his 
wife. 

Secretary Cortelyou said tonight: 
“Mrs. McKinley is much better, and 
she is improving as rapidly as the doc- 
tors expect.. The rest is doing her con- 
siderable good, and her hand is healing 
in good shape. Regarding the pro- 
gramme for tomorrow, the President 
will go to Palo Alto and Rurlingame in 
the morning, and arrive in San Fran- 
cisco in the afternoon. unless there is 
a change in Mrs. McKinley's condition, 
or a request is made by Mrs. McKinley 
that the President remain with her. 
The President is deeply touched by the 
sympathy of the people of San Fran- 
cisco, and he hopes to take part in the 
origihal programme of events com- 
mencing tomorrow afternoon.” 

With the return of the President to 
San Francisco tomorrow, his flag will 
be raised from the flagstaff in front of 
the Scott residence.

SERMONS ON GAMBLING. . 


Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis Deplores 
the Brutalizing Influence of the Pas- 
sion on All Classes. , 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
NEW YORK, May .13.—“The Ethics 
of Gambilng and the Perils of Making 
Haste to be Rich,” was the subject of 
Rev. Newell Dwight Hlillis’s sermon 
last night at Piymouth Church, Brook- 
lyn. Dr. Hillis said, in part: 

“The evils of drink are familiar to 
you. There are other evils. But the 
greatest peril is the insane spirit of 
gambling which seems to have taken 
hold of the people, irrespective of so- 
cial standing «r religious belief. The 
insane desire to get rich quickly is at 
the bottom of it all. There is no dif- 
ferénce between the newsboy who fii 
coing and the man in Wall street who 
buys stocks on margins on a chance 
that they will rise or fall. Both vr ish 
to get something for nothing; both are 
gamblers.” 

“The incessant gambling on all sports 
has wrought intellectual demoraliza- 
tion to the country. Horse racing is 
one of the noblest of sports, but it has 
been degraded and bestialized by gam- 
bling. Every Saturday afternoon you 
see at the race tracks thousands of 
working girls and men who have fam- 
ilies to support, crazy with the  in- 
toxication of gambling As each race 
is run they stand up, a yelling, cursing, 
purple-faced, brutalized gang. 

“From the tiny lad selling newspa- 
pers on the street to men dwelling in 
a palace the gambling spirit seems to 
have invaded all. Where is this ‘thing 
going to end? It is time we called a 
halt and began to consider what things 
are really worth while.” 

Annual services of the church as- 
sociation for the advancement of the 
interests of labor werg held last night 
in Holy ity Ch The Rev. Dr. 
J. P. Peters, rector of St. Michael's 
Epis Church, preached. oar 
“The Committee of Fifteen,” he 
said, “will make a raid and the gam- 
bler who is arrested don't want his 
name to get into the papers. But 
;there are gamblers In Wall street who 
blazon their names proudly over their 
doors and are glad to tell you of their 
winnings or losses. 

“We have an exhibition of what 
harm one man with great wealth can 
do. No man. has the right to manipu- 
late such a deal as was executed in 
Wall street. Each of us owes a duty 
to our fellow-men, and the man who 
so far forgets this duty as to permit 
himself to become e fn transac- 
tions of such a kind and magnitude 
is utterly lost to principle.”

SHAMROCK I 
WINS RACES 


Beats New Yacht by 
Five Minutes. 


Result of the Trial a 
Disappointment. 


Boney Boy’s Running Hissed 
by the Crowd—Racing 
and Baseball. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
WEYMOUTH, May 13.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Erin towed in both the 
Shamrocks yesterday in a calm which 
gave little promise of racing weather. 
The yachts anchored Inside the Port- 
land breakwater. During the night a 
fresh easterly breeze developed, and 
early this morning it was blowing a 


ning outside. 
On the first sign of a lull, sail was 
made on both yachts. The wind was 
still hard and fresh, with fine weather. 
The Shamrock I set her jib-Reader over 
her full mainsail, and the challenger 
followed suit. Anchors were tripped 
shortly before midday. 
The Shamrock I beat Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s new boat by 5m. 5s., over a 
triangular course of about twenty 
miles. The only possible disadvantage 
to the challenger was in the fact that 
she used her old mainsail, which sits 
worse since its salt-water bath of 
Thursday. There was no discoverable 
holding back of the challenger, al- 
though once or twice she pointed such 
a course as left the suspicion that the 
steersman was not taking advantage 
of every chance. There is no doubt the 
result of today’s trial was distinctly 
disappointing to those who had pinned 
their faith to the new challenger, espe- 
cially as the Shamrock I on the pre- 
vious spins had not showed even 
equality with the new racer on any 
point of sailing, with the exception of 
running. 
The first leg of the course was from 
the Portland breakwater to the Sham- 
bles lightship, the second to White 
Nose Point, and thence to the point of 
starting. The old Shamrock had a 
length the best of the start and held 
her advantage so well that the chal- 
lenger was unable to head her, and the 
Shambles lightship was rounded by the 
Shamrock I 45s. ahead of the Shamrock 
II. The run to White Nose point was 
dead to windward. Capt. Wringe was 
able for over half the course to keep 
the Shamrock I on the weather bow of 
the new boat, and held all his advan- 
tage at the rounding of the second 
mark. As the yachts squared away 
for the home run, the Shamrock I led 
by about a minute. Down the wind 
the two yachts sailed with jib topsails 
set, the old boat adding to her lead 
throughout the six miles, and crossing 
the finish line five minutes-before the 
1901 challenger. 
AMATEURS DESPONDENT.

“I was not up yet at 11 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning when Winters rushed 
into my room and said: ‘For God's 
Sake get up, quick. My wife is dead.’

“Mr. Stowell and I carried the body 
into the house, and laid it on a bed.

when Winters reached home. He said | 


he could not carry the corpse into the 
house, he had driven in with it, and 
asked us to carry it in. 

“Then I went out to the buggy and 
took the things out of it. e gun 
was separated, the barrel having been 
taken from the stock. It was under 
the seat with the boxes of shells. I 
think one of the boxes was empty, 
but did not open them. There was 
also a canvas case for the gun, a pair 
of shoes, a nose bag for the horse. It 
was almost full of grain. I did not 
see a lunch box or basket, and did not 
take one from the buggy. I looked 
all through the buggy, and think I 
saw everything in it. Just as soon as 
I took the things out of the buggy Mr. 
Winters got in and drove away. He 
was gone quite a time, and came back 
with his father and a lady. Then he 
went away again. I don’t know how 
long he war gone, nor where he went 
the second time.” 

SHE CALLED THE POLICE. 

Mrs. Prindiville, who lives at No. 
706 Sichel street, just back of the 
Winters home, saw neighbors running 
to the House about 11 o'clock Saturday 
forenoon, and she went there. It was 
she who first caused the police to be 
notified of the shooting. In speaking 
of the matter she said: 

“My suspicions were aroused as soon 
as I got to the house, but the minute” 
I suggested that maybe the shooting 
was not an accident, the other neigh- 
bors became angry.

IOLOGICAL SURVEY 
“OF COAST WATERS. 
UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA TAKES 
UP IMPORTANT WORK. ~ 


Los Angeles Men Furnish the Means, 
and Operations Will Commence at a 
Marine Biological Laboratory at San 
Pedro This Summer. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

BERKELEY, May 11.—A biological 
survey of the waters of the Pacific 
along the coast of California has been 
undertaken by the University of Cali- 
fornia. During the coming Summer 
work will be begun at a marine biolog- 
feal laboratory at San Pedro. These 
investigations have been made possible 
financially by the generosity of H. W. 
O'Melveny, J. A. Graves, Jacob Baruch, 
William G. Kerckhoff, William R. Row- 
land, the Los Angeles Terminal Rail- 


way, J. H. Shankland, John E. Plater ; 


and the Banning Company, all of Los 


Angeles. 

The survey will be under 

the charge of Associate Prof. William 
E. 
J. Raymong for hydrography; Assist- 
ant Prof. C. A. Kofoid for sodlogy, and 
Dr. Fe W. Bancroft for physiology. A 
number of zsodlogists from other unil- 
versities are to colperate with the 
university in certain aspects of these 
investigations. They will be at the San 
Pedro laboratory for portions of the 
summer, and will give occasional] lec- 
tures on their special topics. 

The work at San Pedro will consist 
of, first, such hydrographic investiga- 
tions as are essential for gaining a 
comprehensive view of the physical 
environment of the marine life of the 
region studied. This will comprehend 
the study of the temperature and salin- 
ity of the water, at the surface and at 
different depths; of the currents and 
tides, and of the character and confor- 
matidn of the bottom. The explora- 
tions will extend from the shore line 
to depths of from 100 to 150 fathoms; 
second, the biological investigations 
proper. These will consist in collecting 
and ¢t ograp 
ccetngnenl study of the material col- 
lected. 

For the work at ses, the large 
gasoline launch Elsie has been secured, 
and will be equipped with all neces- 
sary apparatus. On shore, an adequate 
building. conveniently situated 
reference to pure water for aquaria 
and a landing placé for the launch, has 
been rented, and will be fitted up for a 
laboratory. 

It has been thought offer, par- 
ticularly for the benefit of teachers of 
biology In the secondary schools, a lim- 
ited amount of instruction In connec- 
tion with these investigations. Ar- 
rangements have consequently been 
made for conducting some courses as 
a regular part of the summer 
of the University of California. Of 
these courses the elementary ones will 
be limited to the period covered by the 
summer session, June 27 to August 7. 
Advanced courses may be taken at any 
time during the summer. . 

The courses to be offered are: Marine 
Prof. Kofoid: ph . Dr. 
Bancroft: advanced zolilogy and physi- 
ology, an introduction to research work, 
Profs. Ritter and Kofold and Dr. Ban- 
croft, and a course of several lectures 
by Prof. Ritter on the history, methods 
an } problems of marine biolog- 
ical investigations carried on during 
the summer, by permitting a few at 
a time to accompany the launch while 
the work is done.

NAVAL AND MILITARY ESTAB- 
LISHMENTS. 


. The cost of the naval and military es- 
tablishments of the empire is borne by 
the mother country; but ceftain of the 
colonies and the empire of India con- 
tribute annual amounts. In 1900-1 the 
navy estimates reached £28,791,900 and 
the army eatimates £61,499,400. In the 
event of war Great Britain is bound to 
defend her possessions across the seas 
precisely on the same terms as she 
does the mother country. 
WHAT DOES GREAT BRITAIN 
~ GAIN? 

What profit does Great Britatn make 
out of her colonies, dependencies and 
protectorates? Financially, not any. 
The mother country receives no money 
contribution of any kind on behalf of 
the civil administration of her posses- 
sions—except perhaps interest on loans. 
As regards the naval. establishment 
the Australian provifices-pay a sum to 
the imperial government, which | in 
1900-1 amounts to £95,000. No other 
colony makes any naval contribution, 
nor does the empire of India. For the 
military establishment the following 
are the payments for 1900-1: The em- 
pire of India, £729,700; the Straits Set- 
tlements, £283,000: Ceylon, - £117,800: 
Hongkong, £47,000; Mauritius, £21,500. 
There are also smaller contributions 
from a few other colonies. 
FINANCIAL POSITION OF THE 

COLONIES. 


In far the greater number of the 
British colonies the revenue Is in ex- 
cess of the expenditures. The Dominion 
of Canada heads the list by a volume 
of £5,000,000. In Western Australia 
be revenue and expenditure balanc 
h other. In the other Australian 
ovinces the revenue is in excess of 
toe expenditure. At the Cape of Geod 
HeSe and in Natal, owing to the Boer 
war, there are no exact figures to hand. 
Among colonies where the expenditure 
is in excess of the revenue are the Gold 
Coast, Jamaica and Newfoundland. In 
India there was in 1898-99 an excess of 
revenue over expenditure of about 
£2,000,000. All the colonies and de- 
pendencies are in the enjoyment of 
public debts, smaii or great, and all 
have had to resort to the mother coun- 
try for loans, also great or small. These, 
however, In nearly every instance, are 
undergoing a course of reduction. 
THE GOLD COAST COLONY. 
The Gold Coast Colony comprises the 
coast of the Gulf of Guinea to the west 


for three centurics. Although the best 
governed and. ufftil recently, the most 
prosperous of the West African col- 
onies, it has been going through times 
of trouble which have retarded its de- 
velopment. Together with the northern 
territories and the two Nigerias, it 
sustained the last Ashanti war. This 
native State is at length subdued, but 
the civil service estimate bears witness 
to the depression caused by that en- 
terprise. 

In a few years. doubtless, the Gold 
Coast Colony will cease to be a weak 
link financially in the mighty chain 
of Britisch colonies. 

CONDITION OF JAMAICA. 


The history of Jamaica is checkered

The land, which rapidly went out of 
cultivation, changed hands, and the 
colored races ruled the islanfl. During 
the period of 1865-1888 a fresh start was 
made. A new fiscal system came into 
operation; the adjustment of taxation, 
ameliorations of the law of property, 
in education and in internal communi- 
cations led to revived prosperity. But 
the present day finds the blight not yet 
quite removed. The revenue is greatly 
affected by the low price of sugar. In 
1881 the price was 29 shillings a hun- 
dred weight, and now it is only 10 shil- 
lings. Beet-root sugar, produced in 
Europe under governmental aid, floods 
the world’s markets and against this 
bounty-fed antagonist cane sugar has 
no chance. 

The year 1898 was marked by grow- 
ing prosperity. There was a consider- 
able rise in the price of cane sugar 
through the imposition by the United 
States of countervailing duties upon 
bounty-fed sugar. Jamaica is splen- 
didly placed for the expansion of trade 
in spite of hurricanes other de- 
structive visitants. The soil is fertile 
and the climate salubrious. Social con- 
ditions and civic efficiency are alike ex- 
cellent. The people are sturdy work- 
ers and are becoming well educated. 
The time cannot be far distant when 
Jamaica will take her place among. 
the prosperous colonies of the British 
empire. 


THE NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 


Newfoundland is quite the oldest 
child of eat Britain’s vast colonial 
family. Discovered in 1497 by John 
Cabot, it -has ever since belonged to 
the British crown and empire. In 1500 

ch fishermen made a settlement 
on the northwest shore. By the peace 
of Utrecht in 1713 the sovereignty of 
Great Britain was recognised, but the 
French were allowed to retain the right 
to land and to dry fish on the north 
and west shores. This right has very 
greatly retarded the development of 
the island. The expenditure of the 
colony exceeds the revenue by £150,000 
a year, and the public debt is consider- 
able. Prosperity can only be secured 
by the imperial government coming to 
terms with France.

ELECTRIC RAILROAD PROPOSITION 
ALL MUDDLED. 


Santa Ana Company Holds Liberal 
Franchise, but Representative of Los 
Angeles Suburban Company Says 
That Concern Will Build the Line. 


WHITTIER, May 13—[{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.}] Whit- 
tier is in a muddle on the electric rail- 
road question. The organization of the 
Los Angeles Suburban Railway Com- 
pany and the announcement that one 
of the routes proposed passes through 
this city has somewhat revived the in- 
terest that inaugurated in the 
early winter o ‘the proposed line 
from Santa Ana to Los Angeles, with a 
loop through this city. ; 

In January a franchise was granted 
to D. H. Thomas, secretary of the 
Santa Ana and Orange Motor Com- 
pany for an electric road over the two 
principal streets of the city. Accord- 
ing to the provisions, work must be- 
gin on the road on or before July 20, 
and thereafter twenty men must be 
employed twelve days in each month 
until it is in operation. 

No application for another franchise 
has been made to the City Council, but 
J. H. Spires of the Los Angeles Sub- 
urban Railway Company has been in 
the city, and has looked over a route 
through La Habra Valley to Fullerton. 
In conversing with real estate owners 
along this line, he stated that it was 
the intention of his company to build 
its road over a private right of way 
in the open country, and that the 
tracks would be laid in the highways 
only through the streets of cities an1i 
towns. He also stated that the fran- 
chise granted to D. H. Thomas of the 

ta Ana and Orange Motor Company 
had been assigned to his corporation. 

On the other hand, a letter received 
here today from E. I. Tolle, manager 
of the Santa Ana and Orange Motor 
Company, states that the road will pos- 
itively be built by the original grantee, 
that the company to do the work has 
been organized, and incorporaion pa- 
pers filed. 

It is difficult for the people of Whit- 
tier to ascertain just “where they are 
at” on the electric railroad question. 
If the Santa Ana people still hold the 
franchise, it will be necessary for them 
to make a start here in the near fu- 
ture, or let it expire. It is an exceed- 
oe ig? liberal franchise, and it is doubt- 
ful if another party could secure such 
easy terms.

ORPHANS IN AUSTRALIA. 


It is not generally known that 
throughout the great continent of Aus- 
tralia there are no orphanages, all the 
orphanages there having been abol- 
ished about ten or twelve years ago. 
Orphans and other homeless children 
are taken by the government and kept 


receiving homes until good homes | 


can be found for them in farmhouses in 
the country. There is a very efficient 
system of inspection of children so 
placed, and the cost of maintaining 
them until they are old enough to 
maintain themselves is borne by the 
government. For the last three or four 
years that they are under government 
care their wages are saved for them in 
the government postal savings banks, 
and at 18 or 19, these homeless children 
are independent men and women, with 
enough money to make a fair start in 
the world.
